This can be done with 
an old adz or gruboing hoe ground 
atraight across so that the hacks will reach 
across the face of the stone, or you ca 
take an old scythe and hold it diagonalln 
across the face of the stone and give it 
blow with a hammer. -It should be held 
at an angle sufficient to chip out a small 
portion of the stone at each blow. Hacks 
should be about half an inch apart. 

These hacks will cause the stone to 
wear away faster where hacked, and by 
hacking every time used, or when found 
to be getting out of round, your stone 

ill always run true Hacking the stone 
causes it to cut faster also. 

The above is the method adoptsd at 
cutting, works for keeping their stones 
round, Keep the stone housed from sun 
and rain. The portion of the stone ex 
posed to the sun will become hard. 

Experience will teach the depth the 
hacks shouid be. The more the stone is 
out of round the deeper the hacks on the 
fallside.

KRKonrt, arch 1.—Gen. Buller has 
atrived hete. Lord Wolseley has issued 
am addres to the black troops which 
served under General Gordon speciully 
eulogiring tho engineer and native off- 
icer who commanded the steamers that 
took General Sir Charles Willson tu 
Khartoum. Lord Wolseley says ho 
will recognize all promises made by 
General Gordon. 

Kortt, March. Two Arab merchants 
have arrived fiom Berber in twenty 
days. They report that the rebels have 
crossed to the right bank of the Nile, 
and are ready to opposo tho English. 
The inhabitants of Berber were forbidd- 
en to read the Koran, but ordered to 
read the Mahdi’s book. The Mahdi 
instructed his troops not to charge“ the 
English, but to feht them from a dietan- 
co, saying if his men could do this'that 
God would destroy their enemies. The 
remainder of Buller's force will leave 
Gakdul gradually, spoiling the wells as 
they retire. The thoops are suffering 
from the severe strain of tudging thro’ 
the desert without camels. The Mudir 
of Pongolia, who in encamped north of 
Korti, made a reconnaissance towards 
Howeiyatt and was attacked by rebel 
mauraders, and wero obliged to retire. 
The friendly troops had three wounded 
and report three missing. 

Lonpon, Feb. 28.—There is an in- 
tense feeling of relief throughout Eng- 
land at the now assured safety of Gen. 
Buller’s troops. Special telegrams have 
been received in London to-night from 
(has. Williams, correspondent to the 
London Chronicle, which- prove that 
‘the escape of the British column from 
anninilation was almost miraculous.

WRECK OF A NEW SHIP. 


Nearly Foundecring in a Rik Storm with all 
on Board- Tue Men Swept into the Bea 
~—fabin and Engine-Room beluged 
by Waves. 

Battered and sea-worn the British 
Gladiolus arrived in New York recently, 
It started from Newcastle, England, 
twenty-seven days ago, with alight cargo 
A succession of heavy gales s ruck the 
ship on the 27th, 28th, and 29:hof Janu 
ary, and broke every beat but one, Ox 
‘Thursday, the 19:h, signals of distrers 
were seen, and Chief Mate Lash went 
off in the only seaworthy boat, and to k 
off the crew of the Benwell Tower from 
their sinking steamer, First Mate R. 
bert Thompson had à broken leg, and 
Seaman Orasley a crushed hand and arm 
They were all taken on board the Gladi- 
olus, and the leg was set and arm fixed 
by the second engineer of the Gladiolus. 
The feebls, wrecked men were looked af- 
ter with the greatest tenderness. 

Charles H. Napier, second engineer of 
the Benwell Tower, kept a record of the 
events of their unlucky voyage. Hye 
says :— 

It was the Benwell Tower's firat voy- 
age. She was built at Sunderland, and 
went to Baltimore in ballast. A general 
cargo of grain and cotton was taken on 
board, and on Tuesday, Jan. 13, we start- 
ed, thirty men in all, Tae ship went 
aground at the pier ia Baltimore. We 
stayed for g, few days, and on Saturday, 
the 17th, got away again. The cargo was 
found to be on fire at midnight, and when 
it was put ‘out we went back to Baltimore 
for the second time, shifted the cargo and 
took in some more coal, and on the 20ch 
we sailed again.

In concluding a lecture on labor and 
wages in Americs, before the Sgolety of

M. Fordoz proceeds in this way to de- 
tect lead in the tinning and enamels of 
utensils, Having carefully cleaned the 
vessel to remove dirt and grease, he 
touches any part cf the interior with a 
drop of nitric acid, and evaporates any 
excess of acid by the application of a 
gentle heat. To the pulverulent spot he 
applies a drop of a solution of iodide of 
potassium (five parts of the salt to 100 

ta of water.) If lead is present a yel- 
ow spot of lead iodide is produced. The 
stannic acid formed by the action of nitric 
acid-upon pure tin gives no similar spot. 

The formation of toxic alkaloids in 
cholera patients was the e of a 
papenby M. A. Villiers, read lately be- 
ore the Academy of Sciences, Paris. 
Taking the bodies of two cholera vitclms 
soon fter death Villiers was able to de- 
termine the presence of an alkaloid 
clearly characterized by its alkaline aud 
chemical reactions. It was found chiefly 
in the intestines, though a'so in small 
quantities in the region of the lion=, but 
it was completly absent from the blood 
and liver. It is thought that its study 
may yield important results for the treat- 
ment of cholera. :

A French scientist has been studying 
the effecta of altitude upon vegetation, 
and concludes that for each angmentation 
of one hundred yards there will be, as a 
general average, a retardation of four days; 
that is, other circumstances being equal, 
a crop planted at the sea level will ap 
pear above grovnd four days before a 
similar crop planted 300 feat above it.

ice water, or water but a few degrees 
warmer than ice water, sprinkled upon 
cabbages during the heat of the day will 
kill the imported cabbage worm.

‘CANADA'S FINANCES. 


Tan Minister of Finance brought 
down his annual budget on Tuesday in 
a speech which is genorally considered 
one of his ablest efforts. For the fiscal 
year ending last June the receipts were 
$31,861,961, and the expenditure 831, 
107,706, leaving a surplus of $754,255. 
For the current fiscal year which will 
end June 30th, 1885, the Minister 
expects that the reyente will be $33,- 
000,000 or $250,000 Jess than his esti- 
mates of last year; and the expenditure 
he places at $32,850,000, leaving an 
expected sutplus of $156,000. For the 
next fiscal year, that which will end 
June 30th, 1886, Sir Leonard Tilley 
estimates the revenue at $33,000,000 
and the expenditure at $32,200,009 and 
leaving an estimated surplus of $800,000. 
The changes in the tariff aro not very 
important. Several articles are placed 
on the free list, the duties on cigars ahd 
cigarettes are incréased, und duties are 
imposed on fish imported from. New- 
foundland and the United States. The 
importation of goods manufactured or 


here is do change in tariff with respect 
to cotton and the sugar duties remain 
unaltered. It was supposed that the 
duty on flour would be raised to 75 
cents but the change does not yet appear 
on the list. The speech was subsequent- 
ly criticized by Sir Richard Cartwright 
and will, no doubt, be discussed at 
length during the next few weeks.

HOW BURNABY DIED. 
Hie Gallant Struggle Against a Swarm 
of Arad A Battle Beene. 

Loxvox, March 6.—Mr. Burleigh, 
the war correspondent who was wound - 
ed at Abu Klea, has, under the inspira- 
tion of his hart, written to the Daily 
Telegraph a thrilling account of the 
hattle, and in it occurs this description 
of Colonel Burnaby’s death, which must 
become historical: Still down upon u- 
the dark Amb wave rolled. It had 
arrived within three hundred yards un- 
diminished jin volume; unbroken in 
atic, rush of spearsinen and 
swoilemen, Their rifle fire had ceased. 

Other Arb forces surrounding us— 
the Mahdi’s troops, plundering Bed- 
ouins and pillaging villagers from the 
river sidle—stoou eager on the hill side 
watching. 

THE CHARGE UPON THE BRITISH SQUARE. 

In wild excitement their white teeth 
glistening and the sheen of their brand- 
ished weapons flashed like thousands of 
mirrors, onward they came, charging 
strait into our ranks. I was at that 
instant inside the square, not far from 
Gardner gun, when I saw the left face 
move somewhat backward. Col. Burns- 
by himself whose every action I saw 
from a distance of about thirty yards,

Checking his horse and 
pulling it backward, Burnaby leapt for- 
ward in his saddle and parried the 
Moxlem’s rapid and forocious thrusts. 
But the length of the man’s weapon— 
eight feet—put it out of his power to 
return with interest the Afab’s murder- 
ous intent. Once or twice Col. Burnaby 
just touched his man, only to make him 
wary and eager. This was the work 


| of seconds only, for the sa¥age horde of 
swarthy negroes from Kurdofan and’ 


straight haired. twany ¢otnploxioned 
Arabs of the Bayuda tribe werd fast 
closing in upon our square. Colonel

as if he were playing in an assault-at- 
arms, and there wasn sniile upon his 
fontures as lie drove off the man’s awk: 
ward points. Tho scene was taken in 
ataglance. With that lightning instinct 
which I have seen desert warriors before 
now display in battle while coming to 
one another's aid, an Arab who Was 
pursuing a soldier and had passed five 
paees to Burnaby's right and rear, turn- 
ed with a sudden spring and this second 
Arab ian his spear point into the 
Colonel's right shoulder, It was but a 
slight wound. Enough, though, to 
cause Burnaby to twist round in his 
saddle and defend himself from this un- 
expected attack. Before tho savage 
coald repent his tnloked for blow, so 
near to the ranks of the square wis the 
scene now being enacted, a soldier ran 
out and

The next night 
three masked men caught White in his 
barn, and after beating him ordered him 
to leave town. Both of the Whites were 
church members, but have since been ex- 


pelled. The atrocities were found out by 


a neighbor, who was aroused by the 
girl's cries, and visited the house. The 
child presented a pitiful appearance. 
Her feet blistered, Mrs, White hav- 
ing comp her to stand on a red-hot 
stove until it was unbearable, One mode 
of punishment was to thrust pins through 
her ears and fasten her to the wall.

To-day there are almost 3,000,000 


soldiers in camp and barracks on the Con- 
tinent, and after Russia, republican 
France supports more than any other 
nation. ind you, we are speaking now 
only of the troops on duty—not reserves 
and Jandwehr ; and if we take in all the 
European States, from the principality of 
Monaco, with its atanding army of sixty 
tive, rank and file, to the great empire of 
the north, where the Czar has something 
like 750,000 men under arms constantly, 
I find that the total annual cost is in 
round numbers about $1,000,200,000. 
This taste for immense armies has 
taken hold of France and other nations 
since the war of 1870. Every Frenchman 
who saw the flood of German invasion 
sweeping through this country was aston- 
ishea at what he supposed was the enor- 
mous quantity of men which the enemy 
had been able to throw across the frontier ; 
but the French mistook celerity of action 
for vast numbers. Neither the English 
nor the French know anything about 
moving bodies of troops quickly, Witness 
especially the ee in Egypt. It 
was because German officers knew how to 
move forces quickly that they m to 
appear always numerically superior to the 
rench, yet when the end came there 
were more men under arms in Paris and 
in the provinces than Germany had sent 
into this country during the whole of the 
campsign, There were in the capital on 
the day of the capitulation 183,000 Na- 
tional Guards, 129,720 troops of the line, 
14 081 sailors and marines, 105,391 mo- 


bilee—in all 462,000 men. In the pro-

camps there were 351,000 and 132, 000 
conscripts had just been called out. Be- 
sides these General Clinchart had 80, 000 
men in Switzerland. This makes a grand 
total of over 1,250,000 men, Now, what 
do you think of that ? It proves, I think, 
that it was not numbers but superior 
organization which defeated our friends 
the French. Hampered by disputes and 
ignoble jealousies among their leaders, 
the brave men of this country fell a prey 


to a resolute and vigilant foo. The 


French army, which sought to stay the 
invasion, was defeated because it was 
badly commanded, becauseit lacked every- 
thing. What would have happened had 
they succeeded in winning one of the 
great, battles of the campaign in piercing 
through at a single 
troops deployed in their front, and which, 
like a living mass, was closing in on Paris 
Would the mass of invaders have been 
able to reform? These are questions 
which cannot be answered, although it 
may be accepted as a fact that the solidity 
of an army is only to be proved when it 
has to meet a serious obstacle, such, for 
instahce, as Grant met with in the wilder- 
ness, or Lee at Gettysburg. 
STRENGTH OF THE ARMY. 


The active army of France is nominally 
composed of 1,240 000 men, but the actual 
number on duty is but. 502 786 soldiers 
and 110,000 sailor and marines. The 
others will only be called on to join pro 
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there are eighteen army corps, all organ- 
ized on the same plan, viz., a general 
ateff, two divisions of infantry,-a brigade 


valry, a brigade of artillery, a bat- 


Battalions 

infantry and chasseurs—there are 606 of 
them—will on- a war footing number each 
1,000 men. There are at present 652 


cadres of batteries, not counting the 


fortress and mounted ones. The cavalry 
is, on the whole, on about the same foot- 
ing in time of peace as it would be in time 
of war ; it is composed of thirty-four com- 
plete regiments and thirty-six’ dkeleton 
ones, which can be filled up to the regu- 
lation force the moment war is declared. 
The calculation is that each corps will 
number in war 40,000 men of allbranches. 
The territorial army is composed of all 
able-bodied men, of from 29 to 40 years 
of age, and it is divided into an active 
and a reserve force; the first, with the 
five classes of men from 30 to 34, inclu- 
sive, numbers 682,520, and the remaining 
six classes about 626,000. Thus far the 
War Department has acted on the sup- 
position that the active portion of the 
territorial army would suffice, and none 
other has been 01 . It has been 
divided into 145 regiments of infantry, 
and the necessary artillery, cavalry and 
baggage trains. 


THE. SOLDIER'S LIFR. 


Soldiers in the French army are, on the 
whole, a contented lot. The men are 
treated by their superiors in a very pro- 
per manner, and discipline, while firm, 
is one of kindness. The ration of meat 
has been increased lately from 250 to 
300 grammes, or from 8.8 ounces to 10 6 
ounces; his bread ration is about 26 5 
ouvces In addition he purchases out of 
the ordinarie 10 6 ounces of bread to put 
in the soup. This ordinaire is a fund 
formed by a certain fixed deduction from 


every soldier's pay, and is employed in 


purchasing, extra bread, vegetables and 
extra coffee and sugar, the rations of 
these groceries being only a part of what 
is required. The fund also provides him 
with an occasional glass of wine on a 
Sunday. In each company the cook is 
changed every two months and the as- 
aintant every week. The soldier gets his

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coffee and chicory every morning at five 
o'clock in summer, later in winter. 4 
10 o'clock he has soup; at ‘five’ in | 
afternoon a ragout, twice a week; and of 
other days soup.

the meantime the men hav: had plenty oi 
work to do. French officers don't go 
much on the munual of arms, but they 
are great on marchings and facings. In 
field and barrack-yard the boys are for- 
ever at it, and the French equivalent 
for bay -foot, straw foot,“ is i song 
the livelong day. Tho regulations ala 
prescribe certain hours for bayonet exer- 
cises, fencing and gymnastics. In time 
of peace the infantryman receives a clear 
1 cent a day pay, but a premier soldas 
gets 2 cents. When ona war footing this 
pay runs up to 7 cents. As a ruie the 
men do not seem to feel any restraint in 
the presence of their officers. Salutes 
are universal ; the privates and non-com- 
missicned officers bring thir hands up to 
the visor of the cap, but the officer al- 
most invariably returns the salute by 
lifting his cap or hat from his bead. 
They are also very panctilious in address- 
ing each other by their titles. These acts 
of courtesy have a very pleasing effect, 
and contrast favorably with the social 
habits of other armies that I have studied. 
Nevertheless, it is found difficult to re- 
tain good non-commissioned officers, sim- 


. ply because an industrious andable- bodied 


young man can do so much better out of 
the army than in it. 
_ * QOMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

No one can obtain a commission as sous 
Lieutenant unless he is 18 years of age or 
if he has not served two years as an non 
oommissloned officer and. has not passed 
out of à military school after at least two 
years’ study. One-third of these commia- 
sions are given by law to non-commis. 
sioned soldiers, the other two-thirds as 
indicatad. Two-thirds of the promotion 
to the ranks of Lieutenant and Captain 
are given by seniority (in the army), the 
other third by selection. Promotions to 
the rank of chief of battalion or chief of 
squadron are given one-half by selection, 


‘the other half by seniority, and for all 


higher ranks promotion is given entirely 
by selection, Officers in the French army 
are not over well paid. A Marshal of 
France now receives as full pay 29,520 
francs ($5,900) per annum ; a General of 
division, 19,440 francs, (83,8 0); a Gen- 
eral of brigade, 14,220 franca ($2,840) ; 


a Colonel of artillery or engineers, 8,893 


francs ($1,775) ; a Captain, 3,708 franca, 
40); and a Lieutenant 2,628 francs 
(8525); a Colonel of cag receives 
8,316 francs, a Captain, 3,672 francs, and 
a Lieutenant 2,592 francs ; a Oolonel of 
infantry receives 7,740 francs, a. Captain 
3.528 france, and a Lieutenant 2,326 
francs. No officer can marry without the 
consent of the War Department, and 
un ſer no circumstances is he ever per: 
mitted to do so unless the lady of his 
choice has a dot that is to say, a certain 
fortune, the minimum of which is fixed 
by the army regulations.

Our Village Fathers 


Are Not in Love with the Salvation 
Army or Billiard Tables. 


> 

A special meeting of the village council 
was held in the Town Hall on Monday even- 
ing, in accordance with a resolution passe: 
at the last regular meeting, for the purpose of 
dealing with the Billiard Table license ques. 
tion, and for other business. All the mem- 
bers were present. Mr. A. A. McDonald 
acted as Clerk ia the absence of Mr. Gream, 
through illness. 


On the minutes being read, about twenty 
minutes were consumed in discussing as to 
whether or not a certain motion had been 
voted on. It was finally ordered to be struck 
out. 

Mr. Declaire, a member of the Salvation 
Army, handed in a communication from Cap- 
tain Wright, stating, in substance, that 
owing to the small collections taken up at 
their meetings they would be unable to pay 
more than 25 cents per night for use of Hall, 
and offering that amount for six months. 
Mr. Declaire wae allowed to address the 
council but all he had to say was that in 
other places the people considered it an ad- 
vantage to the place, temporally and morally, 
to have the Salvation Army in their midst. 

Mr. Kirk did not think it would be well, 
for the sake of 25 cents per night, to let 
them have it unt all as the Hell would be 
liable to damage besides getting anclean. 

The Reeve said that he personally would 
give it to them for nothing if he bad full say 
in the matter, as he believed in other places 
they had been doing good. 

Mr. Kerr did not think it advisable to let 
them have it for auything less than first 
offered. Church members had to support 
their own churches, and he thought those 
who attended the Army ought to support it 
enough to enable it to pay its way. 

Mr. Wilson fully agreed with Mr. Kerr. 
He thonght the question had been fully dis- 
cussed on the two previous occasions when 
it came up. 

After somo further discussiom Mr. Kerr 
moved, seconded by Mr. Wilson, that the 
rent be reduced from $1.00 to 75 cents, per 
day, payable strictly in advance. —Carried. 

The Reeve said it was his intention to have 
all back taxes collected in the municipality, 
aud in order to ensure this being dove prop- 
erly, the County Treasurer had requested 
that a copy of the map of the village be pre- 
pared for him. Ou motion of Messrs. Kerr 
and Maybee the Reeve was empowrrrd to 
procure such copy for the County Treasurer's 
olfice. . 

On motion of 4exsrs. Kerr and Wilson, tlie 
Clerk was instructed to procure d gwituble 
hook in which all Bylaws of the Corporation 
would be entered in proper form. \ 

Ou motion of Messrs. Kerr and Maybee. 
the - Reeve was authorized to procure a copy 
of the Revised Statutes and all other legal 
works necessary for the use of the Council. 

The Reeve said that in accordance with 
request of the Conneil at last meeting, he 
had obtained legal advice as to the power of 
the Council to deal with Billiard tables. He 
submitted the following „opinion“ from 
Mr. A. A. McDonald, of thiswiljage : — 


C. F. Aylsworth, Esq., Reeve of the Village 
of Madve : 


NE BILLIARD AND BAGATELLE TABLES: 


Sin, —Von have submitted to me for my 
legal opinion the following question :— 


„What are the powers of the Municipal 
**Councils of villages to deal with the 
„matter of licensing, regulating and gov. 
‘“‘erning persons owning or keeping Bil- 
*liard and Bagatelle tables, within their 
‘respective municipalities,’ and to which 
heg to reply as follows :—- 

The Municipal Council of every incorpor- 
ated village can by by-law license regulate aud 
govern all persons owning or keeping Billiard 
and Bagatelle tables within their municipal 
jurisdiction as follows :— 

1. To license such tables and fix the 
amount of the License Fee. 

2. The time in which such license shall be 
in foree, 

3. To insist that no internal communica- 
tion ef the room in which the Billiard and 
Bagatelle tables are placed be allowed with 
any rom in which spirituous liquors are 
bold 

4. And to prohibit the keeping of any 
Bi'liard or Bagatelle tables in anv Horel, 
tavern Or inn, as hy reference to 36 Victoria, 
Chapter Eight, Section 498, and sub-Section 
three, Sec.461 Chap 174 of the Municipal Act, 
Revised Statutes of Ontario, will clearly 
appear, and whole Section is in the words 
and figures following, that is to say :— 

„The Conneil of every incorporated village 
„is authorized to license, regulate and govern 
„all persons who for hire or gain directly or 
„ indirretly keep or have in their possession 
“en their premises any ‘Billiard or Bagatelle 
“table or who keep or have a Billiard or Bag- 
„entelle in a house of public entertainment 
‘somresort, whether such Billiard or Bagatelle 
table is used or not, and for fixing the sum 
**to he prid for a license so to have or keep 
„uch Billiard or Bagatelle table, and the 
“time auch license shall be in force.” 

Tie Council can pass such By-laws in this 
behalf from time to time as they may deem 
proper within their legal rights an so long 
as they are-not inconsistent aud are not ir- 

lar, and may alter, vary ot repeal the 
same at the end or other soomer determina- 
tion thereof.

offensive; for the people were nit: 155 
these newer sections poor in tho sense 
in which that term was often applied. 
The country wns thinly settled; of ne- 
ceasity the sections wore large, and the 
people were called upon to pay and did 
pay much larger sums proportionately 
than in the front Townships, tates that 
if they were living in some of the older 
and wealthier sections would almost 
produce a rebellion—but which was paid 
by many of these newer section cheer- 
fully. All thoy asked was when they 
did pay they should have a good school 
and that all tne year around. But with 
the means at their disposal this could 
not be done. To help this the “poor 
school fund“ was established and had 
done much good. As a commencement 
to remedy this evil let the Honse raise 


the sum in the estimates $20,000 to 


$40,000, The districts in which these 
fficulties existed were lurge. Even 
$40,000 when distributed would only 
be like drops, still it would do a great 
deal of 
to it. From many of these districts the 
County had been receiving large. re- 
venues fur years from the timber and 
sales of lands. Give them back the 
moderate sum of 5 per cent. annually 
and they will he‘satisfiel, Then as a 
moile of distributing. As it was now 
it was done on the recommendation of 
the Inspectors. He had no fault to find 
with the acta of the Inspectors in this 
regard, but he had been told by Inspect- 
ors they much preferred some regular 
system, both in the interests of the 
schools, and for their own’ satisfaction.

Mr. Woorl conclud- 
ed his remarks by instancing some cases 
that came under his knowledge of tho 
desire of the people in these newer dis- 

tricts to educate their children—and 
how sadly they often failed. We said 
no doubt there were members in the 
House who would understand as he did 
what a serious matter it would have been 
to them had they been deprived of the 
benefits of a common school edcuation, 
and how much they would have been 
handicapped in the race of life, and yet 
he could tell them there were hundreds 
of young lads growing up in these now- 
er sections who had all the natural in- 
telligence and ability to fit them for the 
highest positions in the country, but 
would be debarred, for the reason they 
had no opportunities to help them for- 
ward. He again urged upon the 
Government the, importance of doing 
something more than shown in the 
estimates for these weeker sections.

THE SOUDAN War. 


THE REINFOROEMENTS FOR LORD WOLSE- 
LEY NOW HAVING THKIR TRIAL WITH THE 
ARABS, 


The theatre of active operations in the 
Soudan has shifted from the hanks of 
the Nile to the coast of the Red Sea at 
Suakim. Lord Wolseley, who is in 
command of all the British forces in the 
Soudan, is at Dongola, about four hun- 
dred and seventy-five miles, as the 
vulture flies, directly west of Suakim, 
where his lioutenant, General Graham, 
has his headquarters and from which ho 
ze ported the result of his first hattle on 
Friday by means of telegraph lines ex- 
tending through the Red Sea to Suez, 
across to Cairo, and thence back up the 
Nile to Dongola, a circuitous route of 
seventeen hundred miles. Friday 
morning General Graham set out from 
Suakim with about six thousand men 
provisioned for two days, and reached 
the Hasheen hills, seven or eight miles 
distant, in a little more than two hours 
after. Here, as was expected from the 
results of the reconnaiannce the day be- 
fore, the enemy was discovered in forco 
occupying the best strategic positions 
along the rango of hills. The battle, as 
waged by the Arabs was different in all 
respects from any of the former engage- 
ments. They have learned from ex- 
perience. Instead of massing anil 
attempting hy sheer weight of numbers 
and by frantical charges to block tho 
path of the British, they surrounded and 
strewed all points of vantage with skir- 
mishers armed with firearms. From 
behind bushes and boulders they kept 
up a constant fire upon the British troops 
who found it necessary to clear the 
ground in front of them before alvanc- 
ing, a difficult and tedious process where 
the enomy is scattered. To cloar the 
ground at last, the Indian lancers were 
ordered to charge, which they did, and 
the Arabs allowed them to pass well in- 
to their midst, and then closing around 
them attempted to har them on their 
way out. To do this, however, they 
were compelled to mass to some extent, 
and then the Irish Lancers charged and 
scattered them. Only one charge was 


000 | made by the Arabe, and that was against 


the Guards who are credited with main- 
taining the cool unconcerned demeanor 
which is said to characteriza them, 
whether in the ball room, on parade, or 
in the heat of battle. Tho charge was 
a failure. It was not until after five 
hour’s of hard fighting under a blazing 
sun hal been done that the British 
cleared the valley under the first range 
of hills, and thus secured their positions.

THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN WAR CLOUD: 


THE QUESTION YET UNCERTAIN, BUT ENG- 
LAND PREPARING. 


Lonvon, March 22.— The United Ser- 
vice Gazette states that the British 
admiralty has completed every prepara- 
tson to send, if necessary, a powerful 
fleet into the Baltio within a few days. 
In spite of the Soudan war England was 
never better prepared than she is to-day 
to resist Russia. Lord Dufferin can 
pour 50,000 troops into Afghanistan 
almost at a moments notice and the army 
at home was never stronger or better 
equipped, and at the dockyards, arsenals, 


ete., the quantity of munitions of war 


and all kinds of supplies is unequaled. 
In addition to this, the war would be 
extremely popular. Military opinion 
is to the effect that the fight must come, 
and that postponement will only increase 
the difficulties of the situation and final-
